Home Journal--Something of Life and 
Customs in India. 


CoLuMBO, JAN. 18, ’93. 


We reached Columbo yesterday. At 
once our steamer was surrounded by 
boats of all descriptions. The queer- 
est were the Catamasans, very high, 
very narrow, with outriggers, to keep 
the boats steady. They did not tempt 
us however. They were more interest- 
ing to look at, than to ride in, we 
thought. We soon engaged a small 
steam launch but the water was rough, 
and I did not enjoy it, and was very 
glad when we were safely landed. 

Next we engaged a bullock cart to 
take our trunks te the hotel, and we 
walked the few steps that took us there. 
Ihave not yet learned to distinguish 
the different nationalities readily, but 
there were Hindoes, and Portugese 
and Maylays and Singhalese, a motley 
crowd. The men look so grotesque, 
many of them with long hair done up 
in a pug behind, and wearing a round 
comb, just such as I used to wear once. 
Imagine a tall imposing looking man 
with a brown face and a full beard, 
with his hair dressed in this way and 
wearing a white jacket, and a red plaid 
skirt, with his legs and feet bare. Can 
you see him? That 1s a fair specimen 
of the dress of most of the waiters at 
this hotel. A man makes our bed, and 
a man takes care of our room, 

The beggars are innumerable but 
they have such a bewitching, graceful 
way about it, they are almost irresist- 
ible, especially the children. One little 
girl named Caro, about nine years old, 
has captured me, I would like to adopt 
her and take her home. Whenever I 
go out of the hotel she spies me, and 
comes running, saying, ‘‘Mamma give 
me a penny,’’ ‘*My so poor,”’ ‘‘Just one 
penny.” J always.give it to her. She 
is a sweet, chubby, merry little girl, 
and probably has a comfortable home. 
And the babies! They are very sweet 
looking. I just can’t describe them. 
If youcould see them, riding around 
on their mother’s sides, with one of 
her arms around them, their little black 
eyes looking around so knowingly, you 
would do just as I do, stop and speak 
to them every time, and end by giving 
them a penny, 

And just look at those curly haired 
men! Their long hair parted in the 
middle, and falling in ringlets on their 
shoulders. The young men look so 
much like girls in their dress, and jew- 
elry, that Ido not know them/apart. I 
saw one man with a half a dozen silver 
bangles hanging from his ears, just 
such bangles as our girls at home wear 
for bracelets. 

The babies wear no clething at all 
but a string of beads around their necks 
and sometimes another. around their 
waists, with plenty of bangles and 
bracelets. 

This 1s a great place: for sapphires 
and moonstones and pearls, and we are 
besieged on all sides by jewellers. 
‘Lady just come in and look.’ ‘Lady 
no buy, only look.’’ ‘‘Lady, see these 
sapphire rings. Worth five pounds. 
You have them for four pounds. I 
make you good bargain. What lady 
give? You no go without anything. 
How much you give?’”’ And so on and 
so on with no end ef sapphires, and 
rubies, and moonstones. 

I have been strongly tempted, but 
our pocketbeoks are low, and I console 
myself by thinking that they would 


‘probably have cheated me, if I had 


bought. They are notorious swindlers, 
and I might have bought red glass for 
rubies. Ihave resisted buying photo- 
graphs, too, but it is worth a great deal 
to go uround the world and see so many 
pretty things, but one can really buy in 
Boston almost anything there is in all 
the world, 

Jan. 25. Well, we escaped from all 
the temptations of Colombo, and took 
the steamer for Tuticome on the south- 
ern coast of India. We crossed with- 
out being seasick, stopped long enough 
‘tiffin’? and a ride about the town, and 
then took the train for Madura, 

You would have laughed to see our 
retinue of servants waiting to be paid. 
Four men who brought our luggage to 
the station, the man who gave us our 
tiffin, the man who waited on us at the 


table, the man who cooked the food, 
the little Punkah Wallah who pulled 
the punkah while we ate, the man who 
stood by our luggage while we were 
gone to tiffin, the man who drove us 
around town, the men whe handed our 
satchels to us from the platform, the 
man who picked up Frank’s key when 
he dropped it, and the men who stood 
and looked on through all the perform- 
ances. Fortunately they none of them 
expected much, and they were all paid 
and our train started on its long trip to 
Madura. 

“It was a slow, tedious six hours’ trip, 
but our fellow-passengers were rather 
interesting. We reached Madura in 
the evening, and found quite a proces- 
sion of missionaries awaiting us, among 
them Father Chandler, hale and hearty 
and happy. We spent three or four 
days at Madura, visiting Mr. and Mrs. 
Chandler, attending meetings and see- 
ing all we could of missionary life and 
work. We were just as busy there as 
anywhere else, and there was no time 
for writing there. We took the train 
last night for Tanjore; arriving here at 
4 o’clock this morning. When it isa 
little cooler we will take a ride about 
the town, as we have several hours te 
wait. It is ‘‘blazing hot’’ here, while 
you are shivering at home. Our pith 
hats tied with puggasee are not very 
becoming, perhaps, but impressive 
from their size. Frank’s and Eugeéne’s 
are as large as small umbrellas. 

The world does not seem so very large 
after all, when we so constantly meet 
people whom we have known before. 
In Kobe I enjoyed seeing Miss Abby 
Kent, whose sister, Mrs. Knowlton, 
used to live in Andover. She knew my 
sisters well, and remembered me as a 
little girl. She is a great favorite in 
Kobé. I met Dr. Niles, too, in Can- 
ton, a niece of Mrs. West, formerly of 
Andever, On the steamer from Col- 
ombo, were Charlie Taylor from 
Nashua, N. H., and acollege classmate, 
making a tour of the world together. 
They are both very pleasant gentle- 
manly young men, and we enjoyed 
their company very much They have 
gone on to Madras, and we hope to 
meet them again before we leave India. 
I enclose acinnamon leaf from Ceylon. 
Taste it. 

We go on to night to Rampal, and so 
on and on. I will mail this letter here 
at Tanjore. H. E. C. 


The First School I Attended. 


The following is written by a pupil 
of G. W. Waterman of La Bonte, Wy. 

When I was quite a small child my 
parents, who resided in Omaha, de- 
cided to move West and settle ona 
ranch in Wyoming. I was about five 
years old, and had never been to school, 
The second year after we settled a 
teacher was hired, and as the district 
had no schoolhouse, they used one 
room in the house of our nearest neigh- 
bor. The neighbor had six children 
four of whom were old enough to go to 
school. It was about four miles from 
our house, and we, my brother and I, 
had to go on horseback, both on one 
herse. My brother rode in the sad- 
dle and I behind, he was about two 
years older than I and could ride fast, 
as I thought then, very fast. Once our 
pony got away from us, and we had to 
walk home; after that we often walked 
there and back. We had nothing but 
benches to sit on, although this was 
better than a schoolhouse we had after- 
ward, where the desks were made by 
driving stakes in the ground (it had no 
floor), and nailing boards upon them, 
the seats being made in the same way; 
the carpenter was my eldest brother 
who was a boy of about ten years of 
age. 

This school was in the summer time, 
and we all ran barefooted nearly all the 
time. I have often seen the children 
while reciting digging their toes inte 
the dirt of the floor. 

At this school too we seemed to be at 
sword’s points with all the snakes. We 
all went snake hunting at noon, after 
we had eaten our luncheon, and we 
nearly always found one which we 
would kill with stones and clubs. I 
remember once during school hours a 
large bull-snake was discovered on the 
logs over head. This caused quite an 
excitement at the time and there wasn’t 
much studying that day, but I suppose 
that was only one of the drawbacks of 
life in the West.

Essex Highway Association. 


The adjourned meeting of the Essex 
Highway Improvement Association was 
held in the reoms of the County Com- 


missioners, at the Court House Satur: | 


day at 10 o’clock. The clerk read the 
records of the fast meeting and then 
Mr. Landers read the constitution and 
By-Laws as had been prepared. The 
membership shall consist of three dele- 
gates from each town or city, board of 
trade, village improvement’ society or 
similar organization where there 1s 
such organization; if there be no such 
then the selectmen shall be the mem- 
bers from each town. The constitu- 
tion also, besides giving the officers 
elected their duties and the raising of 


moneys for running and other ex- 
penses. Also the business and pur- 
poses of the association. It was moved 
and seconded that the secretary read 
the articles over one by one and they 
be voted upon separately, which was 
done accordingly. It was also voted 
that the annual meeting be held on the 
second Tuesday in April, at such place 
as the Essex Commissioners shall de- 
termine, and that the officers be chosen 
for one year or until their successors 
be elected.

The Farmers? Institute. 


The Essex Agricultural Society held 
their 92d Farmers’ Institute at Tops- 
field Town Hall Friday. At the morn- 
ing session, the Hon, J. J. Gregory, of 
Marblehead, read a paper upon under- 
drainage, that was very interesting in 
its treatment of reclaiming unimproved 
lands and swamps, showing the best 
modes of drainage, and the advantages 
of the mobern tile drain over all its 
predecessors, He also dwelt on the 
best implements used in making these 
drains and the disadyantage of using 
English tools which are only adaptable 
for the clay soil of Great Britain. In 
closing he referred to the salt marsh 
land and the rich mine it offered for 
tillage when developed. At the after- 
noon session Mr. Edmund Hersey of 
Hingham delivered an address upon 
cranberry culture, which he fully ex- 
plained as to the best and most _profit- 
able modes of cultivation, giving. all 
the detail of selection of soil, drainage 
in all its forms with methods of flow- 
age, top dressing of sand, planting, 
choice of vines, picking and sorting for 


the market. He also dwelt upon the 
difference of berries and the effect of 


location on their condition. 

In conclusion he answered numerous 
questions relative to the subject. 

The next Farmers’ Institute will be 
held at Ipswich, Friday, March 31. 
Mr. O. 8. Butler will speak in the morn- 
-ing-upon-Poultry, and in the afternoon 
Mr. Francis H. Appleton upon the 
Milch Cow.

A New Professor. 


At a meeting of the Trustees of the 
Theological Seminary in Boston last 
Saturday, Rev. Dr. Henry J. Van Dyke 
of New York was elected to succeed 
Prof. Tucker, who leaves here May 1st 
to enter upon the Presidency of Dart- 
mouth College. Ever since the with- 
drawal of Prof. Tucker was made pub- 


lic, speculation has been rife as to his’ 


probable follower in the chair of Homi- 
letics. All guesses appear to have been 
wide of the mark;{for while the names 
of various eminent divines had been 
mentioned, no one in print or other- 
wise, 80 far as we are aware, had hit 
upon the true one. It was a well-kept 
secret, and the reporters for once were 
baffled. 

Dr. Van Dyke is in the prime of life, 
being not yet quite 41 years of age. He 
was born at Germantown, Pa., Nov. 10, 
1852; was graduated at Princeton, N.J., 
in 1873 and the Princeton Seminary in 
1877; then he attended the Berlin Uni- 
versity, and in 1879 became paster of 
the United Congregational church at 
Newport, R.I. From there, in 1882, 
he went to the Brick (Presbyterian) 
church of New York city, where he 
still remains. Since 1884 he has been 
one of the directors of the Princeton 
Seminary. Thus, so far as training and 
experience extend, he will come to his 
new duties amply qualified. As for 
his natural gifts and adaptedness te 
such a position, his high standing ‘al- 
ready gained at so early an age, not 
less than the unanimous choice of the 
Trustees of Andover Seminary, based 
on a personal knowledge of the candi- 
date by many of them, are a sufficient 
guaranty. His reputation as a scholar 
and a preacher is continental, and the 
most sanguine expectations may be en- 
tertained that the right man for the 
impending vacancy has been found. 

At the same meeting of the Trustees, 
there was quite an extensive re-adjust- 
ment of work among the staff of pro- 
fessors new identified with Andover 
Seminary. That branch of Prof.“Tuck- 
er’s labors relating to Social Economics 
was assigned to Prof. Harris, whose 
instruction in Systematic Theology is 
to be somewhat lightened and possibly 
shared by the professor-elect. Prof. 
Moore is to take up a new department, 
the Comparative History of Religions, 
and C. C. Torrey was appointed his as- 
sistant in Hebrew and Old Testament 
Literature. Dr. Torrey has been act- 
ing as Winkley lecturer on Genesis and 
Semitic languages, during the past few 
months, to the satisfaction of students 
and officials alike. His promotion is 
cause of congratulation on all sides. 

As is generally known, the Board of 
Visitors must first concur with the 
Trustees, before a professer can be con- 
sidered fully elected and can enter upon 
his duties. There can be no reason- 
able doubt, however, that Dr. Van 
Dyke will be endorsed by the Visitors 
promptly and heartily. He will not 
probably begin his duties in Andover, 
however, before the opening of the 
next Seminary year in September, since 
Pref. Tucker is to stay till May, and 
the interval between that and Com- 
mencement in June would not make it 
worth while to inaugurate a new course 
of lectures. On behalf of Andover 
both within and without the theologi- 
cal institution to which he has been in- 
vited, we hasten to extend a cordial 
greeting to Dr. Van Dyke while he is 
yet *‘a great way off.” 


The new administration has made 
considerable progress in the work of 
changing foreign ministers. James B. 
Eustis of Louisiana is to go to France, 
Theodore Runyon of New Jersey to 
Germany, John E. Risley of New York 
to Denmark, Isaac P. Gray of Indiana 
to Mexico. The present ambassador 
to France is a Massachusetts man—T, 
Jefferson Coolidge of Boston; but no 
one from the Bay State has received 
any of these main prizes abroad as*yet, 
from the new appointing powers. 


However, with Josiah Quincy as Assist- 
ant Secretary ef State, Richard Olney 
as Attorney General, Wm. C. Endicott, 
Jr., a8 private secretary to the latter, 
and Patk. A. Collins as Consul-General 
at London, the Democratic sachems in 
Boston and vicinity do net feel any oc- 
casion for growling. When they get 
the custom-house patrenage and the 
principal postoffices well distributed, 
they ‘‘reckon”’ that their appetites will 
be fairly well attended to. ‘To the 
victors belong the spoils,’ in spite of 
platforms and civil-service professions. 


Again the project is broached ef 
changing the date of the Presidential 
inauguration. March 4 1s an inclement 
time of year, and April 30 is proposed 
as a substitute. Every time a President 
takes office, some lives are sacrificed 
by exposure. The change ought by all 
means to be made. A few years ago, 
it nearly succeeded in Congress, but at 
last a plea of ‘‘precedent’’ was success- 
fully raised to defeat the ‘‘innovation.” 
Let Prest. Cleveland have a few weeks 
extra on his present term, and let the 
next President come in when spring 
has advanced beyond the dangerous 
rigors of March. 


Jules Ferry, President of the French 
Senate and formerly Prime Minister ef 
that Republic, is dead at an advanced 
age. The parallel between his career 
and that of the late Mr. Blaine was 
striking, as he also had been an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for the chief execu- 
tive office in his nation. 


Boston has been undergoing a suc- 
cession of disastrous fires beyond any- 
thing known in its history, so far as 
frequency and magnitude combined are 
concerned. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property—in some 
cases millions of dollars’ worth—has 
been swept out of existence, and sev- 
eral lives have been sacrificed. The 
fire-commissioners have held an inves- 
tigation, the insurance-men have ad- 
vanced their rates, and the newspapers 
have scolded. The climax of this series 
of costly misfortunes, it is hoped, was 
reached on Sunday morning last, when 
Tremont Temple and the Parker House 
were damaged to the extent of $250,- 
000. There will be a rattling of dry 
bones in the fire-department pretty 
soon. 


The announcement made elsewhere

To Succeed Prof. Tucker. 


At a special meeting of the trustees of 
Andover Theological Seminary in Boston, 
Saturday, the committee, of which Prest. 
Carter of Williams college is’ chairman, 
reported the name of Rev. Dr. H. J. Van 
Dyke of the Brick church in New York 
as successor to Rev. Dr. W. J. Tucker, 
president-elect of Dartmouth college, 
who for 14 years has been Bartlet pro- 
fessor of homiletics in the Seminary. Dr. 
Van Dyke was unanimously elected. 

Further notice here is unnecessary as 
the matter is fully taken up and com- 
mented upon in our editorial columns, 
The Boston Advertiser editorially says 
among other things: : 


“The fact that the ‘Brick’ church hoped 
to secure Dr. Storrs a uumber of years 


‘ago, shows something of its strength and 


importance, but it would be a great mis- 
take to infer that it is in any sense hos- 
tile to prognessive theology. Its present 
pastor, Dr. Van Dyke, who has minis- 
tered to its congregation many years and 
with very marked success, is at once 
evangelical and liberal in his theological 
temper. He is one of the trustees of 
Union Theological Seminary, and since 
Dr. Hastings’ death has rendered efficient 
service as a lecturer ad interim. Heisa 
firm friend of Prof. Briggs as against the

Dr. Harris on Glaciers. 


The Geology lectures at Abbot Acad- 
emy by Dr. Harris are proving exceed- 
ingly interesting as well as instructive to 
those who have been fortunate enough to 
attend. The subject last Monday evening 
was ‘‘The Geological Work of Ice.’ Of 
glaciers he said: 


In lofty mountains like thesAlps whose 
summits are above the snow line, and in 
a cold climate like that of Greenland, 
there is a constant accumulation of 
snow. As this slowly slides down the 
steep slopes of the mountain it is pressed 
harder and harder by the accumulating 
mass behind it until it becomes ice, just 
as a snow-ball does when squeezed 


tightly in one’s hand, This mass of ice} 


is then pushed out and down over the 
mountains into the valleys where it melts 
or to sea where its course is stopped. 

The stones and earth along the sides of 
its bed or channel are worn or torn away 
and carried away with the movement of 
the glacier until aline of this drift ex- 
tends on each side along its whole length. 
A great deal of the drift falls to the bot- 
tom through the great cracks which are 
made in its tortuous progress. But much 
of it is also carried to the terminus. 
There, of course, it is left asthe glacier 
melts, and gradually forms a huge heap 
like the delta of ariver. Indian Ridge 
is supposed:to have been formed by a 
glacies in this way.

Lywy, Mass., March 20.—The sole and 
leather combination with $50,000,000 cap- 
Ital, which has lately been formed under 
the name of The American Tanners’ asso- 
ciation, is of much importance to the shoe 
business in this city. It means that the 
leather dealers of this city will have to pay 
auniform price for their tanned goods, 
which at present varies with the weather. 
Thomas E. Proctor of Boston, who is in- 
fluential among the trade, is the instigator 
of this stupendous scheme without a 
doubt. 

The tanners’ trade for the past few 
years has become ruinous, owing to the 
cutthroat policy,and this combination will 
not only benefit themselves, but the buy- 
ers. For years each tanner has gloated 
over his secrets in perfecting skins, but of 
late new processes have been developed, 
doing away with the old style of tannage. 

For Mutual Protection 

which some have felt that they were in 
dire need of, this scheme was promoted 
with the well wishes of every tanner who 
was successfulin getting into the combi- 
nation before the door was closed: The 
outside moneymakers will be kept at a 
respectful distance, as no stock is offered 
for sale. 

The leather buyers will profit by it by 
more ways than one, as leather sold by 
such a combination will be of better tan- 
nage, Atthe annual meeting of leather 
men throughout the country it has always 
been their unanimous wish to procure 
leather of far better quality than was their 
lot to receive, regardless of the expense in- 
curred, The new corporation has all this 
in view, and will try to fulfill these wishes, 

J. B. Renton, who is undoubtedly the 
largest sole leather dealer in the state out- 
side of Boston, said last evening: 

“Yes, this reported sole leather combina- 
tion is of much importance to the trade 


-here. In the end it will be of much bene- 


fit tous, as we should have to purchase 
our stock at a uniform price from the tan- 
ners. Of course, at first there 
Would Be Disadvantages 

in straightening out prices, but on the 
wholeI think it isa practicable scheme. 
No, I could not name any of those who are 
in the combination, but I am quite positive 
that there are no Lynn business men it it. 
A combination at the present time would 
not be detrimental to business interests 
here or anywhere else, as I am sure it is 
needed. 

“With such a leader as Mr. Proctor of 
Boston at the head of the movément, there 
is no donbt, in my mind or that of any 
other dealer in this city whom I have talked 
with on the subject, that it will succeed in 
accomplishing the revolution of the whole 
tanning business here in: the east, to be 
sonducted on a broader scale than here- 
tofore,”’ 

E. 8. Johnson, another dealer, was of the 
opinion that the combination could better 
the condition of the trade, but how much 
could not be answered until after a trial. 

Several other dealers who were inter- 
viewed last evening were of the opinion 
that the Tanners’ association would be a 
benefit rather than an overbearing monop- 
oly. The bulk of the production in the 
future will be under one management, that 
of the officers of the Tanners’ association. 
Just where their headquarters will be 
located is not known at present, but the 
probabilities are that it will be in Boston 
or New York. 


ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 


Wilbur Brockett Charged With Causing 
the Death of Hattie Cowles. 


NEW HAVEN, March 22.—Coroner Mix, 
who went to Guilford to investigate the 
death of Hattie Cowles, whose dead body 
was found at the charcoal pits about seven 
miles from Guilford Centre Monday, after 
making a short examination he telephoned 
to New Haven and ordered the arrest: of 
Wilbur F. Brockett, with whom the dead 
woman had been living as his wife. 
Brockett was captured in a Fair Haven 
saloon and was examined by Coroner Mix. 
Frank Kimball, who lives with Brockett 
andthe Cowles woman, and who was also 
examined, stated that on Friday night last 
Brockett became very jealous, and in a fit 
of rage struck the woman. several blows, 
knocking her down. 

She remained prostrate in the snow, and 
Kimball saw Brockett throw his coat over 
her and then he (Kimball) hastened away. 

Death Penalty Stands. 

HARTFORD, March 17.—The house de- 
bated for over two hours the question of 
abolishing capital punishment. Ona yea 
and nay vote theadverse majority report 
on the bill to abolish capital punishment 
was adopted—125 to 54. The house passed 
the act requiring all hangings to be at the 
state prison at Wethersfield, the  con- 
demned prisoners to be conveyed there 
within 20 days from date of sentence. 


Boston’s Cup Defender. 

BosTon, March 21.—Pussy & Jones of 
Wilmington, Del., the builders of Volun- 
teer, have been given the contract to build 
the Boston syndicate cup defender de- 
signed by Stewart & Binney. Work on 
the boat will be pushed and when launched 
she will be towed to this city to be fitted 
out. It is said that she will be of a radi- 
cal fin type. 

Look Out For Them! 

NEw YORK, March 18.—The Ellis Island 
officials say that immigration this spring 
will exceed by many thousands that of any 
previous spring, Steamship agents say 
that between 64,000 and 68,000 people are 
waiting to come here in the second cabin 
and steerage. Over 20,000 Italians will 
arrive within the next month. 


A $6000 Shortage. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., March 21.—Henry 
B. Palmer assistant teller of the Fall 
River National bank, has been miss- 
Ing from home since Sunday. Ata meet- 
ing of the directors yesterday afternoon 
and evening 1t was found that there is a de- 
ficiency of about $6000 in his accounts.

‘One 
would think the nation had buried its 
hopes in the sea,” says Mr. Depew. ‘Here 
we have had a change of administration— 
not an unmixed blessing; the balmy breezes 
of April are about to succeed the rough 
blasts of March, and everything should be 
of good omen.

The man who stabbed Miss Liz- 
zis Legaire on the street the other night is 
the fellow they suspect of being identical 
with the famous Whitechapel fiend. He 
gives his name as. Frank Castellano, and 
claims to be an Italian barber at 743 Colum- 
bus avenue, but the police have looked up 
his record and ascertained that until re- 
cently he was a fireman aboard the trans 
Atlantic steamers, 

There are circumstances connected with 
the case that incline the police to consider 
the theory that Castellano is none other 
than the mysterious “Jack the Ripper,” 
who kept London in terror for years. 


The Boycott Is Off.

off. Hastings refused two years ago, »n 
Labor day, to allow his bakers to take part 
in the labor parade. The men disobeyed 
the order, since which time non-union 
men have been employed by Hastings. 


Thread Factory Destroyed. 

BRocKTON, Mass.,March 20.—The thread 
factory owned by E. J. W. Morse & Co., 
South Easton, was totally destroyed by 
fire Saturday night, the loss being esti- 
mated at $200,000. About 100 hands were 
employed. The fire was caused by a lamp 
exploding. The factory and contents were 
insured for about $150,000. The company 
will probably rebuild. 


A Knifeblade in His Head. 

BROOKLYN, March 20,—Edward Farrell, 
a fireman, and John Kilduff, a driver, got 
into a fight Sunday. Kilduff received a 
knife thrust in the forehead, the blade 
breaking and remaining in the wound. 
Doctors cannot remove the steel, and Kil- 
duff is not expected to live. Farrell was 
arrested, 


A Suspicious Case 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 28,—James 
Collins and John Winn hired a team and 
drove to Holyoke last night.

A Black Cat Farm. 

“T had heard of skunk farms, rattle- 
snake farms and other novelties in the 
farming line,” said Nick Hansen yester- 
day to a party of friends who were con- 
gregated about the stove in the court of 
the Exchange building, ‘“‘but I never 
heard of a black cat farm until I went 
out to Washington. The year that I 
went out there Jim Wardner, an old 
timer who used to stage it with Fred 
Evans in the early days, and who is quite 
well known to many Sioux Cityans, con- 
ceived the idea of raising black cats for 
their fur, and proceeded to organize a 
stock company to push the enterprise, 

“A company was organized with a cap- 
ital stock of $200,000, and an island of 
about 1,000 acres in extent located in 
Bellingham bay in the upper part of 
Puget sound was obtained to carry on 
the farming. Then a grand skirmish 
was nade to get black cats. The Pacific 

coast states were ransacked, and nearly 
evees incoming train was ‘loaded with 
black cats, which were immediately tak- 
en to the island or ‘cat factory,’ as we 
called it, They were in charge of a num- 
ber of men, who furnished them with 
food by seine fishing in the bay, anda 
certain number were killed during the 
year to pay the currentexpenses. When 
I left, a good black cat’s pelt was worth 
$2, and the company was making a mint 
of money. Cats’ fur makes up elegantly 
into muffs and capes.”—Sioux City Jour- 
nal.

AN ENGLISH SOCIETY. 


WOMEN WHO KEEP INFORMED IN CUR- 
RENT LITERATURE. 


Ap Economical Method of Purchasing 
Books and @ Convenient and Sociable 
Way of Discussing the Latest Effusion of 
a Popular Writer. 


- An English woman, recently married 
toa New York lawyer, with a home in 
the suburbs, is trying an interesting ex- 
periment in the way of a literary and 
book lending society. The system she 
has adopted has been used in suburban 
towns of England and in many of the 
larger provincial cities for more than 
half acentury. In fact, there is a soci- 
ety in Rochester, England, which claims 
to have had it in continual use for more 
than 100 years. There is probably no 
system exactly like it, however, in this 
part of the world. 

The main object of this system is to 
supply books to women who haveample 
time for reading and are eager to keep 
pace with all that is interesting in the 
tremendous rush of contemporaneous 
literature. A man with even a moderate 
income cannot afford to keep his wife 
supplied with new books and magazines 
as they come out. The cheapest new 
novel, if it is worth anything, will be 
sure to cost him 50 cents. In nine cases 
out of ten the first price is more likely to 
be $1.50. To be sure, almost everything 
nowadays ultimately drifts into the 
cheap edition, but it is after the book 
has ceased to be fresh in the minds of 
the public and people have ceased to 
talk about it. 

Women who live in the country and 
in the suburbs have more time for read- 
Ing than women in cities, and withal 
fewer means of getting anything good 
toread. The time worn volumes in the 
local circulating library have been their 
familiar friends from childhood. If the 
husband subscribes to a circulating 
library in town and promises to bring a 
new book home with him every night, 
he is likely to grow weary soon and for- 
get all abuut it. An then when an in- 
telligent woman reads a good novel she 
likes to talk to somebody about it. Her 
husband hasn’t time to read, and the ac- 
quaintances she visits have never even 
heard of it. 

The literary English woman found her- 
self in this plight, so she interested her- 
self in forming a club similar to the one 
she belonged to at her English home. 

The idea isa simple one. Forty or 50 
persons in a town organize a book soci- 
ety. That isthe name usually given to 
them in England. It has been found 
advisable to have at least 40 members, 
and not to have more than 50. The 
Rochester society has adhered to this 
rule despite powerful pressure to in- 
crease its membership. Applicants for 
membership are kept waiting six years, 
and sometimes more, for admission, A 
society No, 2 has naturally been formed, 
but the prestige remains with the pioneer 
society, which meets every week, winter 
and summer, in the Old Bull hotel, made 
famous in the ‘‘Pickwick Papers.” The 
society hires a room, cheerful and com- 
fortable, which is placed at its disposal 
one night each week. The landlord al- 
lows the members to keep a large cup- 
board in the room in which to store 
books. 

These books are in charge of a secre- 
tary. The position is simply an honorary 
one, but the members usually make the 
secretary who attends to business a very 
substantial Christmas present—a piece 
of silver or some article of household 
furniture perhaps. The members deter- 
mine by ballot what books shall be pur- 
chased, but it devolves upon the secre- 
tary to buy them. He is supposed to get 
discount prices from publishers. This is 
managed without difficulty, and the 
ublishers generally find it for their own 
nterest to remember the secretary about 
Christmas time. The result is that in 
prosperous societies the position is 
wught after. Itis worth while to de- 
vote some little time to it, 

Balloting to determine what new books 
shall be bought takes place once each 
month, If twenty or more members find 
It expedient to purchase some new book 
or series of books issued between ballot- 
ng meetings—such, for instance, as 
Stanley’s latest record of his travels or 
anew volume of a popular encyclope- 
lia—the secretary must get it for them 
when they present a request in writing. 
But the members keep themselves so 
well posted that books of this kind are 
asually voted for in advance. 

All the money subscribed is not devot- 
td to buying new books and magazines. 
{Inevery society there are a few mem- 
bers who prefer to read and even reread 
Dickens, Thackeray, Scott and numer- 
us other standard writers. The wants 
of these people must be and are provided 
for toa reasonable extent. Each mem- 
ber may draw three books at one time, 
but it is not allowed to keep any book for 
nore than 14 days. If it isa book which 
8in demand, the time is limited to one 
week, 

Every two years the books belonging 
to the society are assorted by the secre- 
‘ary into lots of equal value and are 
“drawn” by the different members in a 
‘ottery. Every member present has the 
tight to draw one number. In this way 
he ‘‘cupboard” of the society is kept free 
tom ‘dead wood” and the individual 
members are able to build up a solid 
ittle library at home, Every member 
tventually gets his money back in books. 

As to the cost of running a society ef 
this kind, perhaps the best criterion 
vould be the Rochester society. 
tnember pays a shilling at initiation and 
Penne a week dues. If he gets behind 

his dues, he is fined threepence for each 
week. If he neglects it for more than a 
month, his name is dropped. This has 
tarely happened in the Rochester soci- 


ty, although the rules are rigidly in- | 


The money collected in this way 
has been found ample to run the society 
and keep the members abreast of new

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THE EVERLASTING GHOST. 


A Phantom That Has Made Little Prog- 
ress In Thousands of Years. 

We are asked to believe in ghosts be- 
cause in every age there have been ghost 
stories. But would it not be more nat- 
ural to suppose that in every age the hu- 
man mind has been subject to aberra- 
tions, and that some specific weakness or 


*| irregularity of the mental constitution or 


of the physical organ, the brain, on which 
all thinking, ao far as we are aware, de- 
pends, has probably given rise to this 
particular class of hallucinations? 

We cannot pretend as yet to know the 
mind thoroughly in health and disease, 
but this we do know, that there are thou- 
sands and millions of persons whose lives 
are never intruded on by ghosts and 
who know absolutely nothing of ‘‘occult” 
phenomena.. According to a reverend 
gentleman’s figures, only one woman in 
twelve and one man in ten has had any 
“occult” experiences. Now, what we 
should like very much to have would be 
® further analysis of these figures show 
ing the percentage of flighty or other- 
wise ill balanced minds among the ‘‘oc- 
cult” and the ‘‘nonoccult” (if we may so 
apply the words) classes respectively. 

Our own experience would lead us to 
believe that the proportion would be 
vastly larger in the former class than in 
the latter. Who has not known many 
examples of the tremulous, nervous, hy- 
persensitive, wonder loving, hysterical 
or semihysterical type of constitution 
among the devotees of ghost lore? And 
if such examples occur, as we believe 
they must, to the mind of every one, is 
it not at least a probable inference that 
“occultism” in its various phases has 
something to do with that kind of mind? 

The ghost may be very ancient, but we 
do not believe in him the more. The 
trouble about him is that he has made 
no progress since the earliest times. In 
fact, on the whole, he has fallen back. 
We should not be disposed to talk of the 
‘Jevitation” of Elijah ourselves had not 
the Rev. Mr. Haweis used the term be- 
fore us. But if, following the reverend 
gentleman's lead, we consider the proph- 
et’s alleged translation in that light, 
surely it was a most successful feat in 
“levitation,” and a little ahead of any- 
thing the modern world can show. 

And, speaking generally, the appari- 
tions and visions and other spiritual or 
occult phenomena of ancient times ha* 
more ‘‘body” to them than those of ou 
own day. If therefore the ghost has 
made no progress in the course of three 
or four thousand years, if-he is just as 
uninstructive and inconsequent a phe- 
nomenon now as he was when we first 
encountered him, if not a little more so, 
we may perhaps be pardoned for think- 
ing that he may be safely and fairly ig- 
nored by people who have an average 
amount of business to attend to.—Pop- 
ular Science Monthly.

THE LOCOMOTIVE FIREMAN. 


One of the Hardest Worked and Least Ap- 
preciated of Employees. 


It is doubtful if: there is a man on the | 


train who is less appreciated than the 
fireman. The public shakes hands with 
the conductor who has charge of the 
train, thanks the brakeman for many lit- 
tle courtesies, bows to the baggage mas- 
ter who looks after its luggage in transit 
—perhaps, if it is a masculine public, 
swears at him—trusts its valuables with 
the express messenger and talks long and 
loud of the ‘“‘brave engineer,’’ but the 
fireman—he who bends to his work and 
feeds the fire that makes the steam—is 
never mentioned. Sometimes a purse is 
made up for the engineer. No one ever 
heard of the fireman getting a purse, but 
the records show that he has performed 
as many deeds‘of valor as the engineer. 
Again, if the train leaves the track or 
goes into another train, the fireman has 
fewer chances to escape than any man 
on the train, except perhaps the mail 
clerk, shut up like a rat in a cage. 

When the fireman is at work, and that 
is nearly all the time when the wheels 
are turning, he. stands stooped over, 
shoveling in the fuel or raking the coals 
in the firebox. His view ahead is ob- 
structed, and he cannot see the danger 
that may be dashing upon him. The rat- 
tle and roar of themachinery may drown 
the engineer’s warning call—a crash—the 
tender pins him to the boiler head, and he 
dies a horrible deuth. Standing in the 
narrow gangway peering ahead, a sudden 
lurch around a curve may throw him off. 
Instances have been known when the 
coupling between the engine and the 
tank parted, and the fireman dropped be- 
tween them to be ground topieces. The 
records show that more firemen than en- 
gineers are killed in railroad wrecks. 

About the only time the firemen has a 
little leisure is when the train is running 
down grade. Then “she is shut off,” 
steam is saved,and the knight of the 
shovel climbs up to a cushion seat and 
takes a breathing spell. But even then 
one eye is ahead, his hand on the bell- 
cord and the other eye fastened on the 
steam gauge, whose little black hands, 
fluctuating back and forth, guage his 
labor as well as the steam, There isa 
science in ‘‘feeding” an engine that is not 
understood by one not in the business, 
There is a way to throw in the coal and 
to empty the shovel and close the fur- 
nace door at the same time. 
nice calculation that tells how many 
“gcooploads” are needed to send the 
hands on the gauge to-the proper figure; 
deft handling to keep the deck of the 
cab clean, and a hundred other little 
things that go to make a skillful fire- 
man—one that saves money for the com- 
pany by husbanding the coal.

The Meaning of Telepathy. 

Few people would be apt to under- 
stand what you meant if you talked to 
them about “telepathy.” New sciences 
spring up so rapidly nowadays that it is 
hard work to keep track of the new 
words coined for them. Telepathy is re- 
lated in meaning to telegraphy, in that 
it is a sort of mental telegraphy, or feel- 
ing at a distance, being derived from the 
Greek, pathos, feeling and tele, at a dis- 
tance. It is only a new and more scien- 
tific name, however, for what we com- 
monly speak of as mind reading, though 
not all mind reading is telepathy. 

Richard Hodson, secretary of the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research, defines te- 
lepathy as the ability of one mind to im- 
press or be impressed by another mind 
otherwise than through the recognized 
channels of sense, and cites some remark- 
able instances of mind reading and 
thought transference investigated by the 
society. These, he thinks, confirm the 
conclusion that thought transference is a 
reality—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser.

Church Council Dismisses 
Rev. H. H. Leavitt. 


The council who had been invited by 
the Trinitarian Congregational Church 
and its pastor to act upon the dissolution 
of the present pastoral relation met in 
the vestry of the Church on Wednesday, 
March 22, at 1.30 pM. The churches 
represented were: Trinity, Lawrence St., 
United and South of Lawrence; South, 
Free, West and Seminary of Andover; 
High of Lowell; the churches of Tewks- 
bury, Methuen, Bradford and West Box- 
ford. Rev. Mr. Wolcott of the Lawrence 
Street Church of Lawrence was chosen 
moderator. and Rev, F, W. Greene as 
scribe. Prayer was offered by the mod- 
erator, after which the letter of resigna- 
tion of the pastor with the action of the 
Church and Society thereon was read. 

After some inquiries by the council it 
voted to be by itself. After extended 
deliberation it reassembled in open ses- 
sion when the moderator said the coun- 
cil had unanimously approved this ter- 
mination of the pastoral relation as 
agreed to by the Church and Society. 

Revs. C. W. Huntington, of Lowell, 
O. H. Oliphant of Methuen, James Alex- 
ander of Tewksbury, and W. A. Keese 
Lawrence, being appointed to draw up 
suitable resolutions, presented the fol- 
lowing. 


We desire to express our hearty admi- 
ration for the unblemished character of 
Mr. Leavitt: his marked singleness of 
purpose in the service of Christ, and his 
constant exemplification of the ¢harac- 
teristics of a Chrstian gentlemen. 

We bear witness to his signal fidelity 
in the discharge of the various duties of 
the pastorate, and to the success attend- 
ing his efforts. 

We testify with emphasis to the uni- 
formly, kind and Christian spirit which 
has characterized him in all his relations 
with his brethern in the ministry and in 
the churches. 

We give our sympathy to the church 
in its loss, and record our gratification of 
the happy feeling existing between the 
pastor and the people throughout a pas- 
torate of nearly eleven years, which spirit 
still continues. 

. While coneurring in the proposed dis- 
solution of the pastoral relation, we yet 
deeply regret the sundering of the ties 
which have bound the pastor and the 
church so long and so usefully. 

We recommend Mr. Leavitt to the 
churches as a faithful and worthy minis- 
ter of Jesus Christ, possessing unugual 
qualifications for valuable service in the 
ministry | . 

After prayer by Rev. Mr. Wilson of the 
Free Church, Andover, the council. was 
dissolved. There was quite an atténd- 
ance through the session of the council 
of the people interested in the issues in- 
volved. Mr. Leavitt’s service withthe 
Church terminates with the present 
month,
